3 Yeomanry Brigade Majors. 


War-Office, 10th Dec. 1798. 


I. 

IT is the LoR D LIRUTENANT's 
directions, that the Brigade Majors may 
exert themſelves to obtain a complete 

knowledge of the Yeomanry Corps, of 
their reſpective diſtricts, of their ſta- 
tions, their Hective numbers, of the 
ſtate of their horſes, arms, clothing and 
accoutrements, and of the degree of 
their diſcipline. | 
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Il. 


They will alſo learn what number of 
Supplementary Yeomen 1s attached to 
each Corps, and how many of them 
have received arms. They will enquire 
in what manner the arms of the Corps, 
and particularly of the Supplementaries, 


are diſpoſed of, and arrange with the 


Officer commanding ſome plan for de- 


poſiting them in a ſafe place, if ſuch a 


meaſure be expedient. 


III. 


The Brigade Majors are to receive 
any orders relating to the Veomanry 
from the ſenior General Officer of the 
county or diſtrict, and are to commu- 
nicate them to the ſeveral Corps. 
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IV. 


They are frequently and unexpected- 


ly to inſpect the Yeomanry on parade 


at exerciſe, and when a detachment of 
Yeomanry is upon permanent duty, 
they are to take every meaſure agree- 
ably to the Standing Orders for enforc- 
ing the attendance of the Men at Head 
Quarters, and to keep the Detachment 
in conſtant activity and readineſs for 


. ſervice.

General inſpections will alſo be oc- 
caſionally ordered by Government, and 
the Brigade Majors will be then requir- 


ed to tranſmit to the War. Office, for 


the information of the Lord Lieutenant, 
an accurate Return, founded upon the 
actual ſtate of each Corps in every par- 

A2 7 ticular, 
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ticular, according to a form which will 


be tranſmitted to them. 


VI. 


The Brigade Majors are to certify all 


Returns for Permanent Pay, for the 


accuracy of which they are partieularly 


reſponſible; they will alſo take every 


opportunity of examining the Exerciſe 
Returns, and of ſeeing that the Men 
charged for in them have been actually 


on parade, and fairly exerciſed for at 
leaſt two hours. 


VII. 


His Excellency particularly enjoins 
it to the Yeomanry Brigade Majors, 


that any intentional incorrectneſs in the 


Pay Returns of the Yeomanry (a cir- 
cumſtance which His Excellency with 


much 
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much ſurprize and concern has diſco- 


>... yered to have taken place in ſome in- 


ſtances) may be moſt ſtrictly inveſtigat- 
ed, and immediately reported to him, 
as His Excellency 1s determined to en- 


force the penalty which the law impoſes 


upon an offence ſq diſgraceful to the 
ſervice and injurious to the public, 


VIII. 


'The Brigade Majors are to inſpe& 
the Arms and Ammunition of the re- 
ſpective Corps, and to promote the ob- 
ſervance of the Standing Orders with 


reſpect to theſe particulars. If any 


arms or accoutrements have been loft 


or rendered uſeleſs por actual ſervice, 


they are to certify the caſe to the War- 
Office, in order that the deficiencies 
may be replaced, oo

IX. 


A detachment of Yeomanry on per- 
manent duty, and not in eſtabliſhed 
Barracks, will be allowed thirty Shillings 
per month for guard-room, fire, candles, 
&c, upon the Brigade Major's certify- 
ing that the Expenſe was neceſſary and 
incurred under the above circumſtances ; 
which he will do by affixing his name 


to the ſum charged upon that account 


in the Naum 5 
Any extraordinary charges under the 


head of Barracks muſt be laid before 
the ſenior General Officer in the coun- 


ty, Who will report upon them for the 


Lord Lieutenant's information. The 
Bianang Orders of the Yeomanry, and 
regulations 
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regulations reſpecting Permanent Pay 


and Duty will explain to the Brigade 


Majors their other duties. 
XI. 
The Brigade Majors will conſtantly 
report their addreſs to the ſenior Ge- 
neral Officer in the county, and will 
be ready to execute his commands. 
XII. 


A Brigade Major is upon no account 


to be abſent from the county to which 


he is attached, unleſs he obtains leave 
from the War-Office, the application 


for which leave of abſence is to be 


made through the ſenior General Offi- 
cer of the county or diſtrict. Any 


Brigade Major abſent without leave 


will be immediately reported to the 
Lord Lieutenant,
